More than 35 prisoners irere In- 
volved in tho riot which began a' 
3 pjn. yesierdaj In the lounh Her of 
celLi. The riot spread through thi 
prison and was heard (or block; 
around before It was brought under 
control. 

Five prisoners In a dlicipUnary 
section of the prison began the riot 
when tliey objected lo being %on. 
fined and denied privllege.i. accord- 
ing to Worden John E, Hants. 

Tho riot began when the prisoners 
shouted Ihreata and [Inally fash- 
ioned battering rams out o( their 
cola and broke down the door in the 
norlli wini which separated them 
from the rest ot (Jio prison, other 
prisoners then Joined In the melee, 
throwing objects through windows 
and beating pani. 
HorrLi said ho called tor help 
Ight hours alter the riot began 



when tho men refused mH orders (0 
return to their eelli. He aald 
Juries were reported but thai nearly 
60 windows were broken. 

The prisoners only returned to 
their cells whep help nrrived and 
the fire deparlment threatened to 
lum their hoses on them. 

Harris blajned the riot on tho live 
men in tho dlaclpllnsiy r.ecllon. Ho 
Idenuricd them as Jack Allen., Ili- 
Campbelt. Richard Nichols. 
Manuel Flores and Edward (6Ua- 
ny> Meycra.
